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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the filing of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Karnezos (U.S. Publication 2004/0124518). 

Karnezos discloses a stacked multi-package (Figs. 6a, 8d and 9a) that contain a 
substrate (412) having a conductor pattern (422) thereon and the conductor pattern 
having a plurality of pads (421), a first die (414) mounted on the substrate and 
electrically connected to the pads of the conductor pattern, wherein the first die has a 
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radio frequency integral circuit, a first insulating layer (607) mounted on the substrate to 
cover at least a portion of the first die, a mask (406), which has a top and an annular 
sidewall, mounted on the substrate to cover the first insulating layer and the first die, 
and a second die (514) mounted on the top of the mask and electrically connected to 
the pads of the connector pattern, a second insulating layer mounted on the substrate to 
cover the second die, where the mask is filled with the first insulating layer, an adhesive 
layer (503) in between the second die and the top of the mask, a third die (Fig. 8d, 
#834) covered by the mask and mounted on the substrate beside the first die, 
The third die is stacked on the first die (Fig. 9a) 
The second die is greater in size then the first die (Fig. 8c) 
The mask has a connector portion (408) on the sidewall to be electrically 
connected to the pads of the conductor pattern, wires (416) electrically connecting the 
first die to the pads of the conductor pattern and the first insulating layer covers both the 
first die and the wires and wires (518) electrically connecting the second die to the pads 
of the conductor pattern and the second insulating layer covers both the first die and the 
wires.
